To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Urban  District  Coimcil  of 

Stretford. 

Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  1896,  I 
beg  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  vital  statistics,  which  you  will 
find  most  gratifying;  to  the  notified  Infectious  Diseases,  which 
show  a  marked  decrease  ;  and  to  the  measures  adopted  by  your 
Sanitary  Officials  to  arrest  the  spread  of  disease.  I  also  call  your 
attention  to  matters  which  I  consider  prejudicial  to  the  health  of 
the  District  ;  and  also  point  out  the  general  sanitary  policy  for  the 
forthcoming  year.  Your  District,  as  you  know,  is  divided  into  six 
Wards,  and  I  have  made  out  the  returns  for  each  Ward,  so  that 
you  will  be  able  to  see  at  a  glance  where  our  exertions  in  sanitary 
matters  are  most  needed  in  future. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  of  your  District  is  increasing  at  such  a  rate  that 
the  ordinary  method  of  calculating  it  does  not  apply  to  your  town¬ 
ship.  The  rate  of  increase  for  the  last  decade  has  been  so  much 
greater  than  that  of  any  previous  one.  I  estimate,  as  well  as  I  am 
able,  the  population  to  be  24,500. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

There  were  registered  during  the  last  year  54c  births  (295  males 
and  245  females).  This  is  equivalent  to  a  birth  rate  of  2  2'o 
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per  thousand,  as  compared  with  21 ’9  per  thousand  of  the  previous 
year 

DEATH  RATE. 

There  were  reported  to  the  Registrar  336  deaths  as  having 
occurred  in  your  district.  Two  of  these  deaths  were  of  persons 
who  lived  outside  the  district,  and  are  therefore  deducted  in  our 
estimate.  Three  deaths  occurred  of  persons  living  in  your  district 
at  Monsall  Fever  Hospital,  and  another  of  a  person  suffering  from 
diphtheria  who  left  your  district  and  died  in  Moss  Side.  This 
makes  a  total  of  338  persons  of  your  township  who  died  during  the 
year.  The  death  rate  for  the  year,  therefore,  is  1379  per  thousand, 
as  against  157  per  thousand  of  the  previous  year.  Here  follows  a 
table  giving  the  number  of  births,  birth  rate,  the  number  of  deaths, 
death  rate,  and  population  from  1868  to  1896  : —

Comparing  these  two  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  death-rates 
are  less  in  all  the  wards  (with  the  exception  of  Talbot  and  Cornbrook) 
than  the  death-rates  of  the  preceding  year.  In  the  Talbot  Ward 
the  death-rate  is  only  n*8  per  thousand  this  year. 

The  following  Table  shows  the  deaths  in  groups  according  to 
the  ages.

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This  Table  may  be  satisfactorily  compared  with  the  Table  of  the 
preceding  year.  From  this  Table  of  1896  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  is  one  more  than  was 
the  case  in  the  preceding  year,  the  population,  of  course,  being 
much  greater.  The  deaths  at  this  age  for  this  year  were  at  the 
rate  of  142*5  to  1,000  births,  whilst  for  the  previous  year  the  rate 
was  1 53  8  to  1,000  births. 

The  deaths  between  1  and  5  years  were  much  fewer  than  during 
the  previous  year. 

Those  between  5  and  15  years  were  slightly  in  excess,  and  also 
those  between  15  and  25  years,  of  those  of  the  preceding  year. 

Between  25  and  65  years  the  number  of  deaths  was  much  smaller, 
but  there  were  rather  more  deaths  over  65  years  last  year  than  in 
the  year  of  1895. 

Particulars  and  causes  of  all  the  deaths  are  given  on  a  form 
similar  to  that  which  the  Local  Government  Board  wish  to  be 
sent  to  them  annually,  and  which  is  appended. 

This  form  gives  the  districts  in  which  the  deaths  occured,  also 
the  ages,  and  diseases  causing  death.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that 
107  children  died  under  five  years  of  age  this  year,  compared  with 
1 2i  during  1895,  and  100  in  1894. 


ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 


Of  the  total  number  of  deaths,  17  were  caused  by  common 
zymotic  diseases,  and  14  by  diarrhoea,  making  a  total  of  31  from 
zymotic  diseases;  and  the  rate  is  therefore  1*2  per  thousand,  as 
against  1*8  per  thousand  of  the  previous  year.

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SMALL  POX. 

There  were  no  cases  of  small  pox  reported  during  the  year. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

There  were  4  deaths  from  diphtheria  during  the  year,  whereas 
there  were  3  in  1895,  6  in  1894,  o  in  1893,  2  in  1892,  2  in  1891, 
4  in  1890,  and  13  in  1889. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  were  2  fatal  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  which  is  the  same 
number  as  for  the  previous  two  years.  There  were  3  deaths  in 
1893,  and  6  in  1892.  Of  the  two  cases  for  last  year,  one  occurred 
in  the  Cornbrook  Ward  and  was  removed  to  hospital,  where  death 
took  place  ;  the  other  case  occurring  in  the  Trafford  Ward. 

TYPHOID  FEVER. 

Typhoid  Fever  caused  4  deaths,  2  occurring  in  the  Trafford  Ward, 
one  of  which  was  removed  to  the  Hospital,  where  death  took  place, 
and  2  cases  occurred  in  Clifford  Ward. 


DIARRHOEA. 

There  were  14  fatal  cases  of  Diarrhoea,  13  of  which  occurred  in 
children  under  5  years  of  age. 

MEASLES. 

There  have  been  no  deaths  from  Measles  during  the  last  two 
years,  whereas  there  were  3  in  1894,  o  in  1893,  3  in  1892,  and  5  in 
1891. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

Six  deaths  occurred  last  year  from  this  disease,  as  compared  with 
8  of  the  previous  year,  8  in  1894,  1  in  1893,  8  in  1892,  and  13  in 
1891. 
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ERYSIPELAS. 

There  was  no  fatal  case  of  Erysipelas  during  the  year,  whereas 
there  were  4  in  1895  and  3  in  1894. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

There  were  2  deaths  from  Puerperal  Fever,  o  in  1895,  2  in  1894, 
and  2  in  1893.  * 

INFLUENZA. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Influenza  during  the  year,  whereas  there 
were  12  deaths  during  the  preceding  year. 


NEW  CASES  OF  SICKNESS. 

A  Table  is  appended  to  this  Report  giving  all  the  cases  which 
have  been  reported  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act 
of  1889.

This  gives  a  total  of  185  notified  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year,  as  compared  with  227  for  1895,  2^3  for  r^94, 
and  209  for  1893. 

HOSPITAL  ISOLATION. 

During  the  year  we  have  removed  63  cases  of  infectious  disease 
to  Monsall  Fever  Hospital,  the  same  number  as  in  the  previous  year 


The  Sanitary  staff  make  every  effort  to  trace  the  origin  of 
infectious  diseases  and  to  prevent  their  further  spread.  On  the 
outbreak  of  infectious  disease  all  drains  are  tested  by  smoke  or 
chemical  tests.  Enquiries  are  made  as  to  how  the  disease  has 
been  contracted,  and  note  is  taken  of  the  milk  supply.  When  I 
receive  the  notification  certificate  of  infectious  disease  I  inform  the 
Sanitary  Inspector,  who  then  visits  the  premises.  He  then  fills  up 
a  form  with  the  name  and  age  of  the  patient,  the  disease,  the  name 
of  the  milk  purveyor,  the  school  attended,  the  occupation  of 
patient  or  parent,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  house,  yard,  and 
privies,  and  a  note  is  taken  of  the  probable  source  of  infection,  and 
it  is  also  mentioned  if  any  business  is  carried  on  in  the  house. 
The  Inspector  leaves  a  circular  pointing  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  for  the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  infectious 
diseases,  and  the  penalties  the  householder  is  liable  to  for  any  in¬ 
fringement  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act.  The  Inspector  also  leaves 
directions  for  the  isolation  of  the  patient.  The  Manager  of  the 
school  at  which  the  children  from  the  infected  house  attend,  is 
instructed  not  to  receive  the  children  from  this  house  until  all  fear 
of  the  infection  is  past.  A  certificate  is  left  for  the  medical 
attendant  to  fill  up  when  he  considers  that  the  rooms  may  be 
disinfected.  The  Inspector  then  proceeds  to  disinfect  by  means 
of  sulphur  di-oxide ;  and,  in  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  paper  is 
stripped  off  the  wall,  and  the  wall  is  washed  with  a  solution  of 
disinfecting  fluid. 

In  my  last  Report  I  strongly  urged  the  Council,  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  their  agreement  with  the  Manchester  Corporation,  whereby 
they  send  their  patients  to  Monsall,  terminates  at  the  end  of  June, 
1897,  to  make  provision  for  the  erection  of  an  Isolation  Hospital. 
A  sub-committee  was  appointed  which  has  held  several  meetings, 
and  a  report  was  presented  by  them  to  the  Sanitary  Committee, 
recommending  that  a  hospital  should  be  built,  over  which  the 
Council  were  to  have  full  control. 
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For  the  guidance  of  the  sub-committee  I  drew  up  the  following 
report  : —

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL. 


REPORT  OF  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 

The  site  should  be  as  dry  and  as  open  as  possible,  and  not 
unduly  sheltered  by  trees  or  buildings.  Long  Wards  should  face 
East  and  West,  so  as  to  admit  the  sun  alternately,  and  should  it  be 
necessary  to  deviate  from  this,  they  should  then  look  South-East 
and  North-West.  The  Hospital  should  be  of  a  single  storey.  The 
buildings  should  be  surrounded  by  a  wall  6b  feet  in  height.  Each 
disease  should  be  isolated,  and,  if  possible,  in  separate  blocks,  not 
less  than  40  feet  apart,  and  the  same  distance  from  the  boundary 
wall.  The  permanent  buildings  should  be  made  sufficient  for 
somewhat  more  than  the  absolute  necessities  of  the  place. 

Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  should  consist  of  three  parts,  viz. 

1.  Administrative  Block ,  including  rooms  for  matron,  nurses 
and  servants,  dispensary,  larder,  sculleries,  pantry,  laundry,  linen- 
room,  store-room,  coal-place,  and  bath-room  and  W.C. 

2.  Hospital  Blocks ,  consisting  of  at  least  three  distinct  blocks, 
each  dividing  into  two  wards,  one  for  each  sex.  Besides  the  wards 
there  must  be  closets,  sinks,  and  bathrooms. 

3.  Mortuary  arranged  so  that  a  post-mortem  can  be  made  in  it. 
Disinfecting  Chamber  and  Shed  for  ambulance. 

Each  patient  should  have  two  thousand  cubic  feet  of  air  space, 
and  each  bed  should  have  one  hundred  and  forty-four  feet  of  floor 
space  ;  the  head  of  the  bed  should  be  against  the  wall,  and  should 
have  wall  space  of  twelve  feet. 

It  is  generally  estimated  that  a  bed  is  required  for  every  thousand 
of  the  population  of  the  District.  This  is  considered  rather  in 
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excess  of  the  requirements.  The  cost  of  erection  of  permanent 
hospitals  has  been  found  to  be  rarely  less  than  at  the  rate  of  ^200 
a  bed. 

N.B. — Children  under  14  years  of  age  would  not  require  so  much 
air  space,  hence  a  ward  built  fit  for  six  Adults  would  permit  of 
ten  Children  being  admitted  in  place  of  six  Adults.

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  DISEASE. 

I  strongly  recommend  the  Council  to  see  if  they  can  make 
arrangements  with  Professor  Dele'pine  and  the  Council  of  Owen’s 
College,  or,  if  this  be  not  possible,  to  enter  into  arrangements  with 
the  Clinical  Research  Association  for  the  necessary  bacteriological 
examination  of  cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  Fever,  &c. 
I  consider  this  matter  most  important,  as  these  diseases  are  most 
difficult  of  diagnosis  in  their  earlier  stages. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

One  of  the  most  important  factors  in  the  production  of  disease 
in  young  children  that  are  hand-fed  is  due  to  contaminated  milk. 
The  ways  of  contamination  of  milk  are  numerous  between  the  milk 
leaving  the  cow  and  reaching  the  stomach  of  the  child.  There 
is  no  doubt  that  epidemics  of  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhoid  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  and  other  diseases,  have  been  produced  by  milk 
indirectly  contaminated  by  sewage,  &c.  Cows  are  often  seen 
covered,  on  certain  parts  of  their  bodies,  with  dried  faeces.  If  one 
were  to  examine  a  deposit  from  dirty  milk,  even  after  it  has  been 
strained  by  the  farmer,  one  would  find  hairs  from  the  cow, 
epithelial  cells,  particles  of  dust,  and  micro-organisms  of  various 
kinds.  Milk  is  sold  at  too  cheap  a  rate  to  allow  the  farmer  to 
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feed  the  cow  as  it  should  be  fed  :  the  consequence  is  that  the  milk 
often  disagrees  with  the  child  from  this  cause.  One  of  the  best 
means  for  remedying  these  defects  is  to  have  the  milk  boiled  before 
being  given  to  the  child.  Nevertheless,  boiling  will  not  turn  bad 
milk  into  good.  For  some  years  there  has  existed  in  Copenhagen 
a  company  for  the  supply  of  pure  milk.  This  company  contracts 
with  farmers  for  a  supply  of  pure  milk,  giving  a  good  price,  but 
taking  every  possible  means  to  see  that  the  quality,  sanitation,  and 
the  feeding  of  the  cows  are  perfect.  Precautions  are  taken  to  see 
that  there  is  freedom  from  disease  in  the  cows  and  the  employees. 
These  cows  are  groomed  like  horses.  They  are  fed  on  grass  and 
clover  in  summer,  and  on  hay,  oats,  barley,  and  bran,  with  a  small 
quantity  of  carrots,  in  winter.  The  milking  Is  carried  on  with  the 
greatest  cleanliness.  The  milk  is  then  cooled  to  a  temperature  of 
40°  F.,  and  kept  at  that  temperature  in  special  cans  while  being 
conveyed  to  the  depot.  It  is  then  tested  and  carefully  filtered, 
bottled,  and  delivered  to  the  customers  at  the  same  temperature. 
I  am  glad  to  say  that  I  have  heard  that  a  company  is  being  formed 
in  Lancashire  for  the  same  purpose.  This  will  cause  a  certain 
amount  of  rivalry  for  the  production  of  a  better  article,  which 
cannot  but  benefit  the  inhabitants  of  your  district. 

REMOVAL  OF  NIGHT  SOIL  AND  REFUSE. 

The  collections  of  night  soil  are  all  made  during  the  night, 
and  every  means  is  taken  to  do  this  work  with  as  little  annoyance 
as  possible.  The  greatest  part  of  the  dry  ash-pits  are  emptied  during 
the  day,  and  some  few  for  convenience  are  emptied  during  the 
night ;  all  the  sanitary  dust-bins  are  emptied  during  the  day. 


COW  SHEDS  AND  DAIRIES. 

There  are  17  cow  sheds  in  the  district,  and  there  are  40 
purveyors  of  milk,  most  of  whom  are  licensed,  and  the  others 
will  receive  their  licenses  if  their  premises  on  examination  are  found 
to  be  suitable.  These  premises  are  all  under  the  supervision  of 
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the  Inspectors,  who  make  periodical  visits  to  see  that  the  milkshops' 
regulations  are  properly  carried  out.  I  still  strongly  recommend 
the  Council  to  refuse  permission  to  sell  milk  where  a  mixed  business 
is  carried  on,  on  account  of  the  dust  and  other  impurities  con¬ 
taminating  the  milk.  This  would  enable  milk  dealers  dealing  in 
dairy-produce  only,  to  be  more  particular,  having  a  larger  business. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  7  slaughter  houses  in  the  district,  which  are  kept 
scrupulously  clean  by  the  occupiers.  They  are  regularly  visited  by 
your  Inspectors,  and  frequently  by  myself.  The  occupiers  are  always 
ready  to  meet  us  in  any  recommendations  for  alterations  which  we 
find  necessary.  The  removal  of  the  offal  is  carried  out  by  the 
occupiers,  and  this  is  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  your  Inspectors. 

The  City  of  Manchester  has  erected  lairages  in  your  district, 
which  have  caused  your  Inspector  very  much  more  work,  as  it  is 
his  duty  to  inspect  all  carcases  before  being  offered  for  sale.  As 
the  trade  increases  it  will  entail  a  still  greater  call  on  your  Inspector’s 
time. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  14  confectioners  and  12  bread  bakers,  making  a 
total  of  26  bakehouses  in  your  district,  all  of  which  are  under  the 
Factory  and  Workshops’  Act.  Some  of  these  not  complying  with 
this  Act  will  be  dealt  with  very  shortly.  Many  of  them  are  not 
kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  besides  which  they  have  drains 
within  the  bakehouse,  which  is  contrary  to  the  Act.  In  new 
property,  after  occupation,  ovens  have  been  placed  in  the  cellars, 
and  the  cellars  converted  into  bakehouses.  This  should  not  be, 
and  the  matter  will  receive  my  earnest  consideration  during  the 
ensuing  year. 

LAUNDRIES. 

There  are  6  laundries  under  the  Workshops’  Act  in  your  district. 
These  will  also  require  attention  early  in  the  year. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Nearly  all  the  water  for  drinking  purposes  is  obtained  from  the 
Manchester  Water  Works,  and  is  on  the  constant  service  system, 
and  is  served  through  leaden  pipes.  The  water  is  of  a  uniformly 
good  quality.  One  well,  from  which  a  sample  of  water  was  taken, 
proved  to  be  contaminated  with  sewage,  and  notice  was  served  for 
the  closure  of  this  well.  The  agent  for  the  property  having  told  the 
tenants  to  use  the  water  for  domestic  purposes  another  sample  was 
taken,  which  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Analyst. 


SEWERAGE  AND  DRAINAGE. 

During  the  year,  33  ventilating  shafts  and  77  intercepting  traps 
have  been  erected.  All  new  property  now  being  built  is  without 
inside  drains,  and  all  yard  and  cellar  area  drains  are  tested  by  your 
sanitary  officials  prior  to  being  covered  in.  24  disused  drains  have 
been  removed  from  cellars  and  yards  during  the  year.  29  flush 
closets  have  taken  the  place  of  foul  privies,  9  pan  closets  have  also 
been  replaced  by  flush  closets,  and  8  wash-down  closets  have 
replaced  plug  closets. 

PROSECUTIONS. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  to  prosecute  anyone  this  year  having 
notices  served  upon  them  under  the  Public  Health  Acts.  All 
notices  have  been  complied  with. 

FOODS  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

No  samples  have  been  taken  this  year,  which  I  regret.  I  strongly 
recommend  the  Council  to  take  one  sample  per  thousand  of  the 
population,  as  recommended  by  the  County  Council. 

STREAMS  AND  WATERWAYS. 

The  Manchester  Ship  Canal  has  not  been  as  offensive  during  the 
year  as  during  previous  ones,  which  I  consider  due  probably  to  the 
excessive  amount  of  rain,  and  the  action  of  the  Rivers  Pollution 
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Committee.  The  condition  of  the  Bridgewater  Canal  and  the  two 
principal  streams  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year.  We  have 
received  complaints  of  the  stream  running  in  front  of  Peel  Terrace, 
in  Stretford  Ward,  which  have  been  attended  to. 


AN  ACCOUNT  OF  THE  ENQUIRIES  MADE  BY  THE  MEDICAL 
OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  AS  TO  THE  CONDITIONS  INJURIOUS 
TO  HEALTH  EXISTING  IN  YOUR  DISTRICT. 

The  buildings  on  the  condemned  area  in  the  Stretford  Ward 
have  now  been  demolished,  and  in  their  place  1 1  houses  and  4 
shops  are  being  erected.  In  September,  cases  of  overcrowding  in 
the  Stretford  Ward  were  reported,  and  on  examination  by  yonr 
Inspector  and  myself  such  was  found  to  be  the  case  in  Tryford 
Place,  but  no  action  was  taken,  for  if  we  had  moved  them  from 
this  place  they  would  only  have  gone  to  another  part  of  the  district 
and  caused  overcrowding  there,  as  there  is  a  lamentable  want  of 
cottages  for  the  working-classes  and  agricultural  labourers.  I  have 
recently  received  information  of  overcrowding  in  the  Cornbrook 
Ward.  This  will  receive  the  attention  of  your  sanitary  officials 
immediately. 


SEWAGE  FARM. 

The  Board  is  to  be  congratulated  this  year  on  its  Sewage  Farm, 
as  on  examination  of  the  effluent  by  the  Inspector  it  has  been 
placed  in  the  first  batch  on  the  list. 


THE  SANITARY  STATE  OF  THE  DISTRICT  AT  THE 

END  OF  THE  YEAR. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  there  was  very  little  zymotic 
disease  at  the  end  of  the  year,  as  compared  with  last  year,  and 
in  the  township  generally  there  was  less  sickness.  There  have  only 
been  reported  9  cases  of  infectious  disease  during  December,  as 
against  37  cases  during  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 
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The  difficulty  of  finding  suitable  tips  lor  dry  refuse  shows  the 
necessity  for  proceeding  with  the  Refuse  Destructor  scheme,  which 
has  so  long  been  in  abeyance. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  a  certain  portion  of  the  Longford 
Ward,  from  which  complaints  have  been  received,  has  been  greatly 
improved  by  the  erection  of  Ventilating  Shafts,  and  disconnecting 
the  Main  House  Drains  from  the  Sewers. 


Taking  into  account  the  statistics,  which  are  based  on  a  popu¬ 
lation  which  is  rather  under-estimated,  and  the  amount  of  sanitary 
improvement  which  has  taken  place  during  the  year,  I  consider 
that  the  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  sanitary  state  of 
the  District. 


The  Inspectors  attend  at  the  Office  every  morning  from  9  to 
10  a.m.,  at  which  hour  they  usually  leave  for  various  out-door 
duties. 

All  complaints  should  therefore  be  made  before  10  a.m.,  other¬ 
wise  they  may  not  be  attended  to  the  day  they  are  received,  unless 
the  matter  is  one  of  urgency. 

Particulars  of  Inspections,  Sanitary  work  done,  account  of 
Nuisances  removed,  and  other  information  concerning  the  work  of 
the  Sanitary  Department,  will  be  found  in  Inspector  NuttalFs 
Report,  appended.

INSPECTIONS,  &c.  “ 

Health  Department. 

NOTICES. 

Under  this  head  it  will  be  observed  that  148  notices  have  been 
served  in  respect  of  various  nuisances  and  defects.  Your  In¬ 
spectors  have  had  to  deal  with  320  houses,  etc.,  for  various  causes 
since  my  last  Annual  Report,  which  in  the  supervision  of  re¬ 
drainage  work  and  testing  much  of  their  time  has  been  occupied. 

DRAIN  TESTING. 

276  Drains  of  old  property  have  been  tested  during  the  year;  of 
that  number  155  or  55  per  cent,  did  not  stand  the  test.  In  August 
last  your  Committee  decided  that  in  future  all  yard  and  cellar 
drains  of  new  property  should  be  tested  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
since  which  time  78  drains  have  been  tested,  32  of  which,  or  41 
per  cent.,  showed  defects. 
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DRAINAGE. 

64  new  6-inch  yard  drains,  98  6-inch  cellar  drains,  and  66  new 
4-inch  drains  have  been  put  down  in  place  of  brick,  egg  shaped, 
butt,  or  defective  socketed  pipe  drains. 

77  Intercepting  traps  have  been  put  in,  so  as  to  disconnect  the 
house  drains  from  the  main  sewer. 

44  Cellars  have  been  flagged  or  concreted.  This  has  been 
necessary  on  account  of  the  dilapidated  condition  of  the  brick 
floor,  which  in  many  instances,  through  saturation,  small  cesspools 
had  formed  under  the  bricks,  and  were  very  offensive. 

COMPLAINTS. 

207  Complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  and  attended 
to  by  your  officials.  This  number  is  an  increase  of  76  over  that  of 
last  year. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  within  your  district  17  cowkeepers  and  40  purveyors  of 
milk.  These  have  had  96  visits  paid  to  them  during  the  year,  and 
on  the  whole  have  been  found  satisfactory  ;  but  several  persons 
are  selling  milk  who  have  not  a  proper  place  to  keep  it  in  after  its 
arrival  on  the  premises. 

SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

78  visits  have  been  paid  to  the  7  licensed  slaughter-houses  in  the 
district,  and  some  defects  have  been  remedied  on  being  pointed 
out  to  the  owners.  I  may  here  draw  your  attention  to  the  absence 
of  any  printed  Bye-laws  relating  to  slaughter-houses,  which  ought  to 
be  hung  in  the  premises. 

MANCHESTER  CORPORATION  LAIRAGES. 

As  you  are  aware  these  lairages  are  erected  within  your  district. 
It  is  incumbent  upon  your  authority  to  inspect  the  meat  prior  to 
it  being  offered  to  the  public. 

In  October,  a  cargo  of  Canadian  cattle  and  sheep  were  landed  at 
these  lairages.  There  were  496  of  the  former  and  371  of  the  latter. 
The  whole  of  these  had  to  be  slaughtered  within  10  days,  and,  in

order  to  pay  proper  attention  to  the  inspection  of  the  meat,  it  was 
necessary  for  me  to  visit  the  slaughter-houses  four  times  per  day.  It 
is  anticipated  that  during  the  ensuing  year  the  business  will  con¬ 
siderably  increase.  Should  it  do  so,  much  of  my  time  will  be 
occupied  in  the  inspection  of  meat. 

CLEANSING  DEPARTMENT. 

There  are  within  the  district  1,136  wet  ashpits,  1,061  dry  ash¬ 
pits,  and  1,307  sanitary  dust  bins.  These  have  been  regularly 
attended  to,  and  the  district  is  now  in  a  cleaner  condition  than  it 
has  been  since  your  Board  decided  to  do  the  work  themselves. 
Under  this  head  will  be  found  two  tabulated  monthly  statements 
for  the  year,  from  the  first  of  which  it  will  be  observed  that  66,994 
receptacles  have  been  emptied  during  the  year,  from  which  7,067 
loads  have  been  removed  to  various  tips,  and  496  loads  have  been 
sold. 

Though  the  district  is  much  larger  than  it  was  last  year,  we  have, 
by  re-arranging  the  duties,  reduced  our  staff  from  19  men  and  7 
horses  to  17  men  and  6  horses,  which  means  a  considerable  saving 
per  annum. 

The  second  table  gives  the  amount  each  month  it  has  cost  to 
remove  the  nightsoil,  &c.,  also  the  cost  per  load  ;  and,  taking  the 
average  of  each  load  at  29  cwt.,  a  total  of  10,247  tons  have  been 
removed  during  the  year. 

FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS  ACTS  1878  to  1895. 

The  sanitary  provisions  of  the  above  acts  are  now  administered 
by  the  Local  Authorities,  and  under  their  powers  are  included 
nearly  all  classes  of  work  where  no  mechanical  appliances  worked 
by  steam,  gas,  or  electricity  are  used  as  motive  power. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  26  bakehouses  and  confectioneries  in  the  district,  to 
which  54  visits  have  been  paid  during  the  year.  Many  of  them  are 
carried  on  at  present  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  above  Acts, 
and  two  of  them  are  quite  unfit  for  their  purpose.  In  conjunction 
with  your  Medical  Officer  these  will  be  dealt  with  shortly. 


LAUNDRIES. 

There  are  6  Laundries  in  the  district  which  now  come  under  the 
the  above  Acts,  but  owing  to  the  many  and  more  important  duties 
only  three  visits  have  been  paid  to  them  during  the  year. 

OVERCROWDING  OF  WORKSHOPS. 

During  the  year  I  have  dealt  with  two  cases  of  overcrowding  of 
workshops.  In  one  room  I  found  13  persons  employed,  which  had 
only  the  necessary  cubic  space  for  4  persons.  In  another  room  I 
found  5  employed  with  sufficient  space  for  only  3.  I  served  notice 
to  abate,  and  an  additional  room  has  now  been  provided. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFICATION  ACT. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  tabulated  statement  that  the  total 
number  of  infectious  cases  reported  to  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  is  185,  and,  allowing  as  an  average  of  3  visits  in  respect  of 
each  case,  555  visits  have  been  necessary.  63  persons  have  been 
removed  to  Hospital,  and  56  Educational  Code  Certificates  have 
been  sent  to  the  various  schools. 

DISINFECTION  OF  ROOMS,  BEDDING,  &c. 

From  the  tabulated  statement  it  will  be  noted  there  has  been  a 
deal  of  work  in  connection  with  infectious  diseases.  117  rooms 
have  been  fumigated,  66  rooms  have  been  stripped  and  washed, 
and  840  articles  have  been  disinfected,  at  Oldham  Road,  Manchester, 
by  the  steam  disinfector. 

MAGISTERIAL  PROCEEDINGS. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACTS. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any  Magisterial  pro¬ 
ceedings  to  enforce  compliance  with  any  notice  served  for  the 
abatement  of  nuisances. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS. 

No  samples  under  the  above  Acts  have  been  taken  during  the 
year,  though  the  County  Council  of  Lancashire  expect  each  Local 
Authority  to  take  samples  to  the  proportion  of  1  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

HACKNLY  COACH  DEPARTMENT. 

The  work  in  this  department  increases  yearly.  You  will  see  from 
the  tabulated  statement  that  987  licenses  have  been  issued  and  a 


revenue  therefrom  of  £102,  as  against  884  licenses  and  a  revenue 
of  ^83  during  1895. 

29  persons  have  been  convicted  for  plying  for  hire  without 
license,  against  2  in  1895. 

3  articles  left  in  cabs  have  been  handed  in,  of  which  2  have  been 
restored  to  the  owners. 

From  the  1st  of  April  to  the  30th  of  September  much  of  your 
inspectors’  time  is  taken  up  in  detecting  touting  by  unlicensed 
drivers  and  regulating  the  traffic  either  at  the  Cricket  Ground, 
Botanical  Gardens,  or  at  the  Ship  Canal. 

ROYAL  SHOW. 

As  you  are  aware,  it  is  intended  to  hold  the  Royal  Show  in 
Trafford  Park  this  year,  which  will  enormously  add  to  the  duties  of 
the  above  department.  There  being  only  Sub-Inspector  Jackson 
and  self  to  detect  persons  without  license,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
appoint  some  extra  assistance  for  two  weeks  preceding  and  the 
week  during  which  the  Show  is  held. 

In  regulating  the  traffic  I  have  no  doubt  your  officials  will  have 
the  assistance  of  the  County  Police,  who  have  during  the  past  year 
greatly  assisted  your  officers  in  the  discharge  of  their  not  over- 
pleasant  duty. 

CONCLUDING  REMARKS. 

In  the  erection  of  a  Destructor  I  earnestly  hope  a  good  Steam 
Disinfector  will  also  be  provided.  At  present  we  have  to  take  all 
beds  and  other  articles  that  have  been  exposed  to  infection  to 
Manchester.  This  causes  much  inconvenience  and  annoyance, 
besides  being  very  costly.  Much  time  is  also  wasted  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  our  own  man  having  to  wait  for  hours  until  the  ovens 
are  empty. 

I  also  desire  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  rendered  by  Sub 
Inspector  Jackson,  by  Mr.  Morrison  (Night-soil  Foreman),  and  by 
George  Haworth,  who  acts  as  Removal  Officer  and  Disinfector.
